Deseronto Police 
Yearly Report 


At Monday evenings Council 
session, The Activity Report of 
the Deseronto Police Department 
was submitted as Follows:- 

There were twenty-one report- 
able accidents and eleven nonre- 
portable motor vehicle accidents 
with injuries being sustained to 
three persons. 

There were thirty-three char- 
ges laid under the Criminal Code 
seventy-five under the Liquor 
Control Act and Fifty-one under 
the Highway Traffic Act. 

Ten chorges were laid under 
Provincial Statutes and one char- 
ge under By-Laws; sixty-two tags 
for parking violations were issued 

There were 445 complaints 
reported and investigated. 

In workingin conjunction with 
other police forces, the Deserontc 
Police Department made fifty- 
three investigations prrested four-~ 
teen persons and served seventy- 
six summons’. 

Officers found thirty-five 
insecure premises, made 208 un- 
occupied house checks andinvest- 
igoted four housebreaking occurr— 
ences and four shop breaking 
occurrences. 

There were four thefts over 
$50.00 reported and nine thefts 
under $50.00. Value of property 
stolen was assessed at $686.50 
while property recovered was 
valued ot $2,095.58. There was

Visit Loyalist 
A two-day Vice Regal visit to 
Belleville in mid-March will be 
highlighted by the laying of a 
cornerstone for the first perman- 
ent building now being construct- 
ed at the Wallbridge Road Cam- 
pus of Loyalist College. Official 
confirmation of the visit by Goy- 
ernor General Roland Michener 
and Mrs. Michener was received 
Wednesday by Loyalist College 
and the City of Belleville. The 
Vice Regal couple will visit the 
City, Friday and Saturday ,March 
13th and 4th. Events scheduled 
during the visit include a recep- 
tion by Civic Officials at City 
Hall immediately following their 
arrival. Their Excellencies have 
expressed interesf in meeting 
school children in the early after- 
noon. The laying of the corner- 
stone at Loyalist will take place 
at 3:00 p.m. and a College rec- 
eption will follow. The Belle- 
ville Rotary Club will holda 
reception for the couple in the 
early evening. The Vice Regal 
Party will tour the City and visit 
hospitals on the Saturday morn- 
ing. In the afternoon, the Gov- 
ernor General will present the 
new Queens colours to the hist- 
oric Hastings and Prince Edward 
Regiment. A reception will 
follow this presentation. 
Commenting on the visit to 
the City and the Loyalist Cam-~ 
pus, Board Chairman Frank Rabel 
said, "It is very appropriate that 
Their Excellencies are coming to 
the Quinte Area and that The 
Governor General has accepted 
our invitation to lay the 
cornerstone of our first perman- 
ent building. It will be the 
foundation of an educational 
institute that will be making a 
continuing contribution to this 
grea."

USE UREA ON ICE 


~ Winter ice and cold bring 
their own special problems for 


the urban homeowner. Sidewalks 
doorsteps, and porches become 
slippery and dangerous; iron rail- 
ings begin to corrode; the con- 
crete around the home starts to 
flake off, or 'scale'. 

Many homeowners use de-icing 
agents, such as salt, to make the 
ice less hazardous. Salt,however, 
is not only highly corrosive, but 
harms the grass beneath the snow 
so that by spring lawns are dis 
coloured and unhealthy. 

Professor Ross Irwin, Extension 
Co-ordinator, School of Agricul- 
tural Engineering, University of 
Guelph, in conjunction with the 
Ontario Department of Agriculture 
and Food, recommends that urea, 
rather than salt, be used as a 
de-icing agent. 

Urea pellets can be bought 
from any feed store and come in 
50-pound bags. Urea is as effec- 
tive as salt in making ice less of 
a problem, and will fertilize the 
grass rather than damage it. In 
the spring, lawns will come up in 
far healthier condition than they 
otherwise would. The urea that 
is not used up on the ice should 
be used asfertilizer in the spring, 
otherwise it may start to spoil. 


Ontario May Get 
New National Parks 


Rene Brunelle, Ontario minis- 
ter of lands and forests, said last 
Wednesday night he will meet 
this week with his federal count- 
erpart, Jean Chretien, to discuss 
establishment of one or more 
major national parks in the prov- 
ince. 

Mr. Brunelle said in an inter- 
view he will meet the federal 
minister of Indian Affairs and 
northern development in Toronto 
next Thursday or Friday and dis~ 
cuss establishment of joint sur~ 
veys to determine best locations. 

At present, Ontario trails all 
provinces except Prince Edward 
Island in area set aside for nat~ 
ional parks. There are three in 
the province - Point Pelee on 
Lake Erie, Georgian Bay Islands 
and St. Lawrence Islands. 

The federal government last 
summer also took over operation 
of forts and pork sites on the 
Niagara River from Niagara-on- 
the-Lake to Queenston. 

Asked why there were not more 
parks, the Ontario minister said 
there had been major differences 
in the past. 

"We hope toresolye some of 
the differences next week," Mr, 
Brunelle said. 

He did not elaborate, but 
provincial sources said previous 
attempts to read federal-prov- 
incial agreement have been 
stalled by Ottawa's insistence 
that Ontario pay full costs of the 
parkland, and Ontario's refusal 
to turn potentially valuable res~ 
‘ources over to federal control.

He emphasized that high pri- 
ority and support must be given 
to the development of altemative 
and that curtailment of the use 
of present methods must proceed 
in an orderly Fashion, with the 
damage level inflicted on the 
major crops being estimated care- 
fully so that only the necessary 
insecticides are used. He also 
said that changes should take 
place in unrealistic quality stan- 
dards that judge a crop by its 
appearance only, rather than by 
its market value. 

Among the alternative control 
methods being tried, noted Dr, 
Corbet, are the periodic release 
of natural enemies of pests, 
sterile males, and attractant or 
repellent chemicals. Dr. Corbet 
emphasized that these alternat- 
ives would be costly and would 
require at least as much invest- 
ment in research and development 
as is now being invested in chem- 
ical pesticides.

Indians to Revive 
Mohawk Language 


Indians on the Tyendinaga 
Reserve are planning to start an 
education program next month to 
restore some basic features of 
Indian culture. 

OF prime concem are classes 
instructing the adults of the re- 
serve in the Mohawk language, 
which has been dwindling rapidly 
over the past years. There are 
very few Indians on the reserve 


who can still speak the language 
ond if the education program was 
j 


neglected much longer, the lan- 
guage would be completely ex- 
tinct. 

The program had been discuss- 
ed before, but funds were never 
available. However, a $2,000 
federal grant for adult education 
became available this year and 
now plans for the program are 
rapidly developing. 

The language classes will be 
conducted by instructors from 
other Six Nation reserves - pro- 
bably Brantford. Necessary books 
will also likely be made avail- 
able from the Brantford Mohawks 
where the native language is even 
tought in the school, says Chief 
Earl Hill. 

By contrast, Mohawk has been 
on the decline at Tyendinaga. 

This has particularly been ev- 
ident for about the last 30 years, 
says Chief Hill, although he can 
give no one ready explanation 
for it. 

"lLcan remember quite well 
when a lot of our people talked 
Mohawk," he recalls. "When 
the older people wanted to keep 
anything fromthe children they 
spoke their own language". 


Eventually, language classes 


might also be introduced into re~ 
serve schools, he says. However, 
this would depend on centraliz- 
ation of school facilities making 
possible classes on a rotating 


basis. 


Also being planned is a course 


in Indian art and craftwork.

To Make Intensive 
Study of Deer 


The department of lands and 
forests has initiated an intensive 
study into the behaviour and move- 
ment of deerin winter, it wos 
announced recently by the Hon. 
Rene Brunelle, Minister of lands 
and forests. The decision to 
launch the new study follows an 
exhaustive investigation, compl- 
eted last Spring, into the inter- 
relationships between deer and 


wolves. 
Scheduled to begin almost 
immediately, the study will centre 


on the area between Georgian 
Bay and Lake Nipissing, south of 
the French River. The district is 
recognized as one of the major 
deer yarding areas in the prov- 
ince and its natural topography 
provides favourable conditions 
for teams of department biologists 
assigned to the project. 

Commenting on the new study, 
Mr. Brunelle said, “It is well 
known that distribution of deer 
changes from fall to winter and 
often continues to change as win- 
ter progresses. During the time 
that deer are on their winter 
range, our experts know that 
certain favoured areas are occup- 
ied continuously while others ore 
used only sporadically. We feel 
that there isan increasing need 
to examine these local fall and | 
winter movements intensively. 
We believe that a better under- 
standing of the reasons for change 
in deer distribution will contri- 
bute greatly to the effectiveness | 
of range management procedures 
and census methods. Obviously, 
if we can develop answers to 
some of the reasons for changes in 
deer distribution, we would know 
best where to concentrate our 
deer range management program". 

During the in-depth study of 
deer in their winter habitat, bio- 
logists will use a variety of tech- 
niques to secure information 
cluding: -- 

|. Frequent aerial mapping of 
track concentrations. 


in- 


Experien- 
ced observers can determine Uis- 
tribution of deer tracks quite 
accurately from Beaver aircraft 
flying ina systematic basis. A 
combination of parallel flight 
lines ond more intensive search- 
ing will be employed. 

2. By repeated observation of 
individually marked deer. For 
this purpose deer will be captur- 
ed in box traps and nets, tagged 
with visible markers ond at least 
ten willbe fitted with small radio 
transmitters to assist in locating 
them anytime during the study. 

3. Frequent track counts. 
Ground crews will systematically 
cover the study area as often as 
possible to confirm results of 
aerial surveys especially where 
tree cover makes aerial obser- 
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vation difficult. 


Natural influences will also 
be measured by use of weather 
instruments including recording 


thermometers and wind gauges. 
Snow stations situated at pertin- 
ent locations will indicate snow 
conditions over the winter per- 
iod. Intensive browse surveys 
willinvestigate shelter and avail- 
able food. 

The study will record evid- 
ence of disturbance including dog 
tracks, wolf tracks and human 
activity and a special effort will 
be made through observations of 
marked deer to determine if 
social influences play any part 
in distribution ond if there is any 


segregation of deer by age or | ' 


t 


sex in the study area. 
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
